KAYAKS AND UMIAKS 
MALE AND FEMALE 


These are boats used by the 
Eskimos of the Far North. Both 
types of boat are made of walrus 
skins stretched over a frame- 
work of whale-bone or drift- 
wood. The kayak is a small one- 
man canoe, almost entirely 
covered with walrus skin, so that 
the opening is only large enough 
for the body of the paddler, who 
sits with his legs stretched out 
along the botom of the canoe. 
Kayaks are very light and swift, 
and the Eskimos handle them 
with great skill. They are use- 
ful for hunting seals and wal- 
ryses, but can not carry heavy 
burdens. The umiak (woman's 
boat) is the burden bearer. It 
is a rather clumsy, open-topped 
canoe, broad in the beam and 
capable of carrying the women, 
children and household goods 
when the Eskimos travel by 
water.

Rumour says the Painter was 
also in the house but managed 
to escape. Certainly he was the 
ringleader, and certainly he was 
never found, Probably he had 
been in the gang that attempted 
to break through the wall of 
the goldsmith’s in Cutler Street. 
It is known he had given in- 
structions to “shoot to kill.” 

Was he J h Stalin? To 
lend colour to this story, which 
has support from some students 
of crime, is the fact that Stalin 
is believed to have visited Lon- 
don secretly about this time, If 
Stalin was one of that desperate 
gang, with what mixed feelings 
must he have greeted Churchill 
at Yalta!

Sets Type With 
Beam Of Light 


An electronic machine which 
sets. type automatically with a 
beam of light was demonstrated 
in New York April. 17. 

The light beam sets a type char- 
acter on photographic film. It 
then sets another alongside the 
first, then another, and another. 

It is cabable of setting type ata 
speed at least four times greater 
than the fastest mechanical type- 
setter now in use. 

The machine is one of the two 
units of the “Linofilm” of the 
Mergenthaler Linotype Company. 
A “preproduction” model 
demonstrated. It will not be 
ready for marketing until 1955. 

One unit prepares the tape 
which operates the other, the au- 
tomatic unit. Any gift] skilled at 
typewriting can operate it. In- 
deed, the principal operating 
part is a standard typewriter key- 
board. 

There is a small auxiliary key- 
board. By punching these keys 
the operator specifies the type 
face and the type size, specifies 
spacing between letters (in units 
of a 12th of an em) and between 
lines of letters, cancels out faul- 
ty lines, and makes each line 
come out even according fo the 
desired length of line which is 
set on & gauge.

“Wreck’’: Of Whale 
Makes Grief 
A-Plenty 


When is a whale not a whale? 
When it’s a wreck. That, at 
least, is the conclusion reached 
reluctantly by the Receiver of 
Wrecks at the Custom House in 
Ireland. 

Earlier this year, as the sun 
was setting over Galway Bay, a 
seven-ton whale -was washed 
ashore near Aughrisberg, Clad- 
daghduff, in wild. Connemara 

Nicknamed “Winnie,” the 
whale was an object of interest 
for sightseers for long enough, 
until the local auffority decided 
it should be removed, 

But that was easier said than 
done. Winnie — all 70 feet of 
her — defied all efforts to cart 
her away. Then the matter went 
before a higher authority, and 
the solution was left to the Gal. 
way County Manager, Mr. C. L 
Flynn. But there was no para- 
graph in the book of rules tell- 
ing what should be done with 
washed-up whales. 

There was only one heading 
under which Winnie could be 
classified. So now to the Cus- 
tom House here has come a let- 


ter stating that in due course an’ 


order will be made directing 
that “Form A” be served on the 
Receiver of Wrecks requiring 
him to dispose of the carcass of 
this particular wreck within « 
time to be specified 
Soon Winnie will be gone - 
towether witih the wind that re- 
ied people of her presence 
whea it blew in a certain direc 


So many questions remained 
unanswered when Hannah 
Dobbs was found not guilty — 
so many might haveb een an- 
swered had judge and ‘jury 
known what was subsequently 
to be revealed. 

Miss ‘Hacker was herself a 
strange woman — sixty years 
old, deformed, friendless, mean 
to the point of madness ‘yet 
rich enough for meanness to be 
called eccentricity. 

In the year 1878 she arrived 
in London from her native Can- 
terbury to become a .lodger in 
the house of Mr. Severin Bas- 
tindoff and his wife at Euston 
Square. Among the belongings 
she took with her was a large 
cash-box containing — so Bas- 
tindoff declared later — a sub- 
stantial sum of money in five- 
pound notes. 


On October 14th, a Sunday,. 


she was alone in the house for 
some hours with Hannah Dobbs, 
the Bastindoffs’ attractive, twen- 
ty-four-year-old servant. 

By this time she was, for 
some unknown reason, in 
arrears with her rent, anid on 
Monday morning Bastindoff re- 
marked on the fact to his wife 
and said that it. must be paid. 
Without hesitating, the servant 
Hannah offered to collect it, and 
rushed past hér master up the 
stairs. In a few minutes she re- 
turned holding a  five-pound 
note. Bastindoff gave her the 
change to take back. 

Later that morning Hannah 
remarked to her mistress that 
the old lady was offended and 
seemed likely to move out. “In 
fact,” she added, “it’s my belief 
she’s already gone. I haven't 
heard her moving about in her 
room.” | 

Miss Hacker had indeed left. 

You may think that Mrs. Bas- 
tindoff was not a very efficient 
housekeeper, for she did not en- 
ter the empty room until two 
days later. She saw a stain on 
the carpet, which was wet be- 
yond the edges of the stain, as 
though someone had tried to 
wash it out. 

By May 9th of the following 
year, 1879, the Bastindoffs had 
a new lodger. He bought his 
own coal and asked for a space 
to be cleared so that he could 
store it. There was a large cellar 
under the house, filled with 
lumber that had accumulated 
over the yearg. Bastindoff em- 
ployed men to clear a space and 
behind some trunks they found 
a decomposed body. 

The police were called in, and 


it was soon established that the. 


body was that of Matilda Hack- 
er. It was identified by the de- 
formed spine; and _ rotting 
clothes added silent corrobora- 
tion. Round the neck was a rope, 
but whether this had been the 
cause of death or whether it 
had been used to drag the body 
to the cellar could not be deter- 
mined. 

Mrs. Bastinddff recalled the 
“stain on the carpet, and even-in 
those early days of forensic sci- 
ence it was possible to tell that 
the stain had been made by hu- 
man. blood. It was considered 
that Miss Hacker had been kill- 
ed with a knife. 

Soon detectives were taking 
an interest in Hannah Dobbs. 
They found the address to which 
she had moved from Euston 
Square, only to learn that she 
had left long since, leaving her 
trunk, and her rent unpaid The 
trunk was opened and among 
her clothes were found jewel- 
lery and and oddments that had 
belonged to Miss Hacker 

She was traced, arrestea and 
charged with murder. 

Further investigations strength- 
ened the case against her Be- 
fore she left Euston Square she 
had given a book of dreams be- 
longing to Miss Hacker to a 
child who lived nearby. To an-

other child she had given a large 
broken cash-box. Shortly after 
October 14th she had been seen 
wearing a watch and = rings 
which had belonged to Misa 
Hacker, 


The evidence against Hannah 
Dobbs at the Old Bailey in June 
of 1879 was purely circumstam- 
tial, and the chief witnéss were 
the Basindoffs. For the defence 
it was argued that a slight girl 
could never have committed the 
murder and then dragged «a 
heavy body down to the cellar 
unaided. 

Mr. Mead, who defended, also 
made a great:point of the Bas- 
tindoffs’ lack of curiosity about 
the sudden departure of their 
wealthy lodger. The jury gave 
Hannah the benefit of the doubt 
— and she was found not guilty. 


When Hannah Dobbs was re- 
leased she became a popular 
heroine, with a certain section 
of the public. Among her ad- 
mirers was a Mr. Purkiss, who 
was the proprietor of the ‘Police 
News.’ Before long this journal 
published a pamphiet which 
purported to be the true life-story 
of Hannah. Among the allega- _ 
tions contained in it was a state~ — 
ment that Hannah had been the 
mistress of Severin Bastindoff, é 


Bastindoff retaliated by in- ~° 
structing his silicitors to apply 
for a High Court injunction to . 
prevent any further publication 
of the pamphlet, in connection 
with which he filed an affidavit 
denying the allegation. Mr. Pur- 
kiss was equally swift in his 
action. He took out a summons 
against Bastindoff for . perjury. 
Bastindoff appeared before a 
magistrate and was committed 
for trial. 

The case was heard at the Old 
Bailey before the same judge 
who had tried Hannah Dobbs 
for murder. The situation was 
reversed: Hannah stood in the 
witness-box and her late em- 
ployer stood in dock. It was a- 
vety different Hannah from the 


drab figure who had pleaded hot 


guilty to murder, for she was 
now fashionably dressed and 
full of confidence. 


This was shaken a little when, 
in cross-examination, she was 
forced to confess that at one 
time in her life she had been 
convicted of theft 

She had first met Severin Bas- 
tindoff when she was a servant 
in Torrington Square, and fel- 
low-servants described how the — 
pair had gone out together by 
night. Even more coriclusive was 
the evidence of a Mrs. Carpen- 
ter who owned a small hotel at 
Redhill, Mrs. Carpenter identi- 
fied the pair as having spent 
the night at. her hotel. 

Severin Bastindoff was event- 
ually found guilty of perjury 
and was sentenced to twelve 
months hard labour. 

There the case ends so far as 
the courts are concerned. Some- 
body murdered Matilda Hacker; 
somebody got away with mufr- 
der.

Boxer Was 
Knighted By 
Drunken Prince 


Knighthoods are rarities in 
the realms of sport. Cricket. can 
boast Sir Jack .Hobbs and Sir 
Donald Bradman; the Turf has 
Sir Gordon Richards. Lawn. ten- 
nis—Sir Norman. Brooks and 
Rugger, Sir Wavell Wakefield. 
There may be others that do 
not come so readily to mind. 
But what about boxing? 

Has the fight game ever been 
thus honoured? If you say “No” 
you are wrong and if you try 
to guesd you'll probably fail. 

Yet perhaps the first sports- 
man ever to be knightead was a 
prizefighter, none other than 
Dan Bonnelly, the Champion of 
Ireland, who received the hon- 
our in 1819 after winning a fam- 


ous victory at Crawley Hurst 
in Surrey, thirty miles from 
London. 

Donnelly came to England 


from Dublin after winning the 
Irish yhampionship and imme- 
diately issued a “manifesto to 
the milling world,” in which he 
declared his readiness to fight 
any man in the country at his 
weight for a purse of £100 to 
£500. 

The challenge was taken up 
by Tom Oliver, a Battersea gar- 
dener who had no pretensions 
to being a pugilist until, chanc- 
ing to look up from a cabbage 
patch he was planting, he saw 
a bare-knuckle bout taking place 
in the next field and remarked 
at the finish: “Well, if they call 
that prize fighting I'll be hanged 
if I don’t think I could do a 
bit myself.” 

The bout -between Donnelly 
and Oliver aroused wide enthu- 
siasm and betting was heavy. So 
great was Irish support for their 
champion. that numerous large 
parties made the trip to England 
and laid two-to-one on Dan 
without the slightest hesitation, 

Most of them walked all night 
from London to Crawley Hurst 
in torrential rain, determined 
to be on hand when the men 
took the ring next day. It was 
still raining when they set up 
the ring and from all directions 
came excited spectators on foot, 
while a string of carriager of 
every description reached for 


nearly a mile along the nearby 
main road. ’ 

The fight lasted an .hour and 
ten minutes and covered the best 
part of thirty-four rounds. It 
was a punishing bout, in which 
fortunes fluctuated, but in the

end Oliver was exhausted and 
finally knocked insensible, leav- 
ing Donnelly the winner. 

Both men were escorted to a 
neighboring farmhouse where 
they were put to bed and bled. 
In the course of ualf-an-hour 
they dressed, shook hands and 
drank each ’other’s health. Dan 
returned to London where his 
friends feted him for a week. 

The Prince Regent, who was 
living at Brighton, had betted 
heavily on Irishman and 
sent word that he would like 
Donnelly to visit him. When 
Dan arrived at the Pavilion, the 
Prince, in a moment of bibulous 
hilarity, borrowed a sword, or- 
dered Donnelly to kneel before 
him and, tapping him on the 
shoulder in the approved man- 
ner, said: “Arise, Sir Dan.” 

Thus the Ifish champion be- 
came the first and only pugilist 
ever to be knighted. 

Few in London society recog- 
nized the honour bestowed. on 
Donnelly, but none could deny 
him the right to style himself 
“Sir Dan,” a title by which he 
was known from then onwards. 

Donnelly first saw the light of 
day in Dublin in the year 1788. 
He set out as a carpenter, but 
was soon attracted to fist fights, 
being tempted into the game by 
his friends who asserted that a 
physique such as Dan possessed 
was only meant for the prize 
ring. 

A writer of the day decribed 
the Irishman’s appearance in 
these words: “He is all muscle. 
His arms are-tong ... his neck 
athletic and bold; in height 
nearly six feet; in weight thir- 
teen stones (182 Ib:) and his 
whole bearing that of a boxer 
with first-rate qualifications.” 

Of course, such a man at- 
tracted the ladies and Dan did 
not deny himself their company. 
When he was staying at the 
Castle Tavern in Holborn a por- 
ter came to tell him that his 
“wife” was at the White Horse 
in Fetter Lane and wished to see 
him as soon as possible. 

With great eagerness Donnel- 
ly asked, “What sort of a wom- 
an is she?” 

To which the surprisec mes- 
senger inquired: . 

“What, sir, don’t you know 
your own missus?” 

The champion, smiling re- 
plied, “Is she a big woman, dark 
or fair? Well, never mind, tell 
her I'll come and look, just to 
see if I know her.” 

In ‘raining Donnelly was a 
law unto himself and absolute- 
ly unmanageable. It was usual 
for a pugilist to have a com- 
panion to see that a regular 
schedule of exercising was main- 
tained, but not so with Dan. 
Even had such a verson been 
assigned to him it would have 
been little use, for the Irigh- 
man was quite beyond normal 


While training at Riddlesdown 
for the’ Oliver fight, he would 
often take a drop of “stuff” with 
him to bed, to prevent his lying 
awake. At other times he would 
steal out at night to ‘poach for 
petticoats” and the preserves of 
Croydon, it seems, supplied even 


more than his wants 
In Dublin, Donnelly opened 
a public house and there the 


sports thronged to pa: homage 
to their great champion's prow- 
ess. Sir Dan's house overflowed 
nightly with company and he 
kept pace. with the revelry. 
Negotiations were opened to 


match him with Joh: Carter, 
the champion of England, but 
before another bout could be 
arranged, the fistic knight was 


laid low by Fate itselt. 

For the undertaker eventually 
boxes the best of champions and 
one day, after drinking forty- 
seven glasses of whiskey, Sir 
Dan indulged in a fast game of 
fives which brought bim to a 
great. heat, whereupo: he drank 
a copious draught of cold water.

How Can!?

Q. How can 1 preserve a ther- 
mos bottle when storing? 

A. Do not put the thermos 
bottle away with the cork insert- 
ed, as the bottle will become 
musty. Keep the cork elsewhere 
but do not forget the location 
when the bottle is again required. 

Q. How can I remove odors 
from the fingers and from the 
breath? 

A. Rub the fingers’ well with 
crushed parsley. Chewing a sprig 
of parsley after eating onions 
will clear the breath. 

Q. How can I sharpen scissors? 

A. One of the quickest meth- 
ods is to cut sandpaper with 
them until a sharp edge is 
secured. 

Q. How can I keep the bath- 
room disinfected? 

A. When cleaning the bath- 
foom add a few drops of dis- 
infectant to the water. It will 
give the room a clean smell and 
will kill any germs*that may be 
in the bowls. : 

Q@. How can I facilitate the 
pressing of a pleated skirt? 

A. When pressing a pleated 
skirt use needles to pin down 
the pleats. They will leave no 
marks when they are removed. 

Q. How can I soften brown 
sugar that has become lumpy? 


an open jar in the refrigerator 
and it will become and remain 
soft and free from caking. 

Q. How can I soften and re- 
move old varnish.and paint? 

A. Try using two parts of 
spirits of ammonia to one of tur- 
pentine; apply with a rag. For 
difficult corners or carved places, 
use a stiff brush. 

Q. How can I clean a ring that 
has a set? 

A. Pull a tiny feather back 
and forth between the prongs of 
a set ring and the back of the 
stone will be cleaned nicely. The 
stone will also shine more 
clearly. 

Q. How can I make food diges 
tible? 

A. To render any food more 
digestible try using gelatine in 
the food mixture. 

Q@. How should blankets be 
laundered? 

A. Do not handle blankets 
roughly when washing them. 
Allow the water to soak through 
them, then pat or squeeze until 
saturated with water, and use 
the same method for drying. 
This will keep the fibers soft. 

Q. How can I clean leather 
furniture that is selled? 

A.By applying warm milk 
with a soft cloth and then rub- 
bing thoroughly until dry

Do you, like lots of women I 
know, refuse to have anything 
to do with the brown-~-shelled 
kind, and even pay a higher 
price for the white ones?

“Shell colour may vary from

False ‘starts were numerous~ 


ten in a particular St. Leger— 
and at one Croydon meeting 
(long since defunct) it took the 
starter-an hour and a half to get 
a race under way.

finished in semi-darkness — with 
a lamp to light the winning post. 

The man who did most to put 
such matters right was that great 
reformer Lord George Bentinck, 
who contributed so much to rac- 
ing between 1836 and 1846. He 
introduced the flag method of 
starting, and was orice so in- 
censed by a holdup that he went 
down himself to get the riders 
away 

He had one of his own horses 
in the rdce, and was later accus- 
ed o giving it an advantage of 
some yards at the start!

Pine has its own long-estab- 
lished place as a cabinet wood. 
It is mellow, homey, and steeped 
in a charm all its own. It is a 
wood indigenous to America, 
was used by the earliest colo- 
nists, and has been used con- 
tinuously by cabinetmakers ever 
since. Today we see it in new 
ranch styles as well as in the 
traditional colonial styles with 
which we are familiar. 


Critics of pine like to call it 
a “soft” wood, cheap one, and 
a difficult one to manufacture 
and finish. Yet those companies 
who have chosen to make their 
furniture of pine rush to its 
support. They manage to take 
the very ‘arguments used against 
it, and show that they can be- 
come advantages after all. 


Pine Versus Hardwood 


There is, first, the old theme 
of ‘the soft pine versus native 
hardwood such as maple and 
bireh:Pi--pro-pine people re- 
ply “that,--aecording to reliable 
sources, from the year 1700 to 
the present time pine has prob- 
ably been used more extensivel 
than any other kind of wood. 
They say that a list of articles 
which were and are made of 
pine, wholly or in part, would 
include almost every household 
wooden article with which we 
are acquainted, 

Probably more pine antiques 
have survived the centuries of 
daily use than any other type, 
and are still giving pleasure and 
gaining value. And, claims Presi- 
dent L. Lislé of Vermont's 
Townshend Company, “this in 
spite of the fact that its soft- 
ness was not in pine’s favor!” 

Mr. Lisle, “whose company 
makes both adaptations and ex- 
act copies of old pieces, claims 
staunchly that, “in design, con- 
struction, and finish, the best 
pine furniture is more than 
equivalent to the best maple, 
and at far less cost.” He feels 
these factors account for the 
growing popularity of pine to- 
day 

Details Done by Hand 

Aiso in defense, Mr. Lisle 
points out that because pine is 
softer and structurally weaker 
than hardwoods, designs have to 
adhere to the old tenets of good 
cabinetmaking. Good pieces can- 
not be . produced strictly by 
mass-production methods, he 
says. Much of the detail work, 
which is done by machine when 
hardwoods are used, must in the 
case of soft pine be done by 
hand 

Pine’s softnesss is turned to 
advantage, also, where finish | is 
concerned. Most pine is given a 
lustrous, warm,.mellow, waxy 
brown finish by hand. At ‘both 
the Pine Shops, in Big Rapids, 
Mich., and the Townshend fac- 
tory, all pine furniture is “dis- 


tressed” during _the finishing 
process. Townshend calls this 
“deliberate antiquing” which 


improves the appearanc® of the 
finish with further mars and 
scars 

“Hence,” points out Mr. Lisle, 
“when further mars and 
scratches oecur from every das 
use, darkening these with stain 
or: wax makes them indistin- 
guishable from others 

Thus, he claims, the very 
softness of pine almost becomes 
an attribute in 
looking well, for you can touch 
out the scratches which in othhr 
types of wood would require 
complete refinishing. One com- 
pany even claims an additional 
scratch or two will enhance the 
Anish 

A ‘spokesman for the Pine 
Shops emphasize the fact that 
pine. is a smooth-grained wood 
which Wears away at project 
ing corners and edges, giving 
texture duplicated no

Loved by Generations 


The company also miakes~ a 
point of the lack of uniformity 
in pine, claiming that the tex- 
ture, grain, knots, checks, hair- 
line cracks, and other character- 
istics which make every pine 
board different from the one be- 
fore it, all add to the “charm 
beauty, and individuality of 
every piece of pine furniture.” 

Though there is a difference 
of opinion about making exact 
copies of colonial pieces, the 
Townshend Company does so 
when it “finds a piece of furni- 
ture has been desired by sev- 
eral generations, so continuous- 
ly popular that it has been 
handed down from“géneration to 
generation.” When the company 
identifies such a piece in a mu- 
seum, a restoration, or a private 
prgecte it feels that there is 
no need to change size or dimen- 
sions just for the sake of change. 
Any slight variations which it 
makes in such pieces are to ac- 
commiodate manufacturing pro- 
cedures. 

In the 18th and 19th centuries, 
itinerant craftsmen travelled 
through the countryside from 
village to village and from farm 
to farm. They traded their serv- 
ices for room, board, and pro- 
duce. They carried their tools 
with them and their designs in 
their heads, improvising as they 
went along to fit need and in- 
clination Thus evolved the 
practical furniture for every- 
day use — the trestle tables, 
candle stands, spice chests, lazy 


susan, tables, cupboards, hutch 
tops, silver trays, sailmaker’s 
and cobbler’s benches — to 


name a few. 

Townshend calls its reproduc- 
tions of such informal yet digni- 
fied furniture, “New England 
Farmhouse.” It is the type of

To this day th. empty shell of 
the Emden lies on North Keel- 
ing, slowly rusting away, the 
home of crabs that infest the I[s- 
land and a.grim reminder of a 
sea raider’s last fight. 


. It was after the second world 
war, in. January, 1948, that ow- 
ing to bad weather R.M.S. Orion 
of the Orient line made a stop 
at the Cocos. On the ship's ar- 
rival in England the captain was 
swamped with inquiries of rela- 
tive: and sweethearts of men on 
the island. One girl asking 
after her sweetheart was told he 
was looking fine and had a mag- 
nificent red beard.

There have been thousands of 
Mary Joneses in the world, but

Chance Of A 
Lifetime 


A small island off the coast of 
Mexico, San Benedicto, last year 
suffered a volcanic eruption that 
wiped out almost every vestige 
of life. But it has given botanists 
the chance of more than a life- 
time, 

In 1925 the University of Cali- 
fornia had made a full study of 
the vegetation on San Benedicto. 
Then there were eleven different 
species of plants covering the 
whole of the island including 
five-foot tall grasses: After the 
volcanic eruption, only two hun- 
dred plants in all were still liv- 
ing on the three-miles long 
island, and these represented 
only five of the eleven previous- 
ly thriving species. 

Now the natural process of re- 


_ vegetation can be studied, Will 
the shores be the first part of. 


the island to grow green? If so, 
it will mean that seeds washed 
in by the sea are the main factor 
in bringing plant life to the 
island. 

But if higher land on hills and 
above the cliffs become green 
again first it will mean that 
wind and birds bring seeds more 
readily than the waves. .

‘We Are Not 
Amused’ 


There may not seem to be 
much connection between a slot 
machine and an atom bomb. but 
a New York manufacturer of 
amusement gallery contraptions 
has produced a variation of the 
“try your skill” slot machines 
that, gruesomely enough, makes 
the connection. The idea is to 
score points by aiming an “atom 
bomb” on a moving target—a 
city shown on a color film strip. 

When the machine appeared 
recently in a Stockholm amuse- 
ment park 100 youths demanded 
that the management remove it. 
Our sympathy is heartily with 
the objectors. It would be hard 
to imagine a crasser, more cal- 
lous and stupid form of “amuse- 
ment.” 

One of the miost valid objec-

This is a gross parody of the 


deeply concerned thinking. of 
maturé® Americans. But  be- 
hooves each individual in a 


country that produces 20,000,000 
sensational “comic” books a 
month, lethal toys for its young, 
and now an atom bomb “game,” 
to make sure that his finer moral 
sensibilities are not blunted by 
becoming accustomed to the 
thought of violent destruction.

| Smog May Prevent 


Sleeping Sickness — 


Smog, that choking, murder- 
ous curse of our cities to-day, 
may soon be hailed in non- 
industrial Africa as a great 
boon. It is science’s best answer 
to that age-old pestilence, 
sleeping sickness. 

Artificially reproduced, smog 
is the latest weapon in an all- 
out attack against the tsetse fly, 
chief carrier of sleeping sickness 
fatal to African cattle. Smog 
will be laid on, a Government 
scientist declares, in bomb form 
by aircraft. As the insécticidal 


smoke’ generators burst, the 
browsing tsetse should be 
poisoned. 


Field trials in East Africa 
will take place shortly. Smog 
bombs, I am assured, have one 
prime advantage over older fly 
control techniques. .As they hit 
the ground they will discharge 
their lethal vapours in rising 
clouds, so catching the tsetse 
with an effective puff from be- 
low, 

Hitherto, tsetse’ swarms have 
been sprayed from the air. 
Apparently, the flies’ backs are 
not nearly so vulnerable. At 
present this pest makes it im- 
possible for the farmers-to graze 
eattle in some four million 
square miles of good African 
farmland. If smog can snuff it 
out, Africa will become a far 
richer agricultural country

In. ad- 
dition to the roots sold, he re- 
tained 250,000 choice roots to 
set out the balance of his 80 
acres, and was heralded as the 
Rhubarb King of the World.

Here is Mr. Bass’ secret for 
rhubarb success; “The plants are 


set either in the fall or early 
spring. We plant it in check 
rows thirty-five inches each 
way, this takes about 5,000 
plants per acre. The plants are 
cultivated with tractor until the 
foliage gets so large that we 
have to use horses, as they do 
not break up the rhubarb as 
much as the tractor. We usually 
cultivate from 11 to 14 times 
during the season, and hand hoe 
the plants apound each hill of 
rhubarb about three times per 
season. Rhubarb is a plant that 
is not troubled by insects, ex- 
cepting grasshoppers, and. no 
diseases of the foliage or roots 
have so far made their appear- 
ance, sO spraying is not neces- 
sary which is a big help in 
growing the crop. The plants 
set out in early spring are har- 
vested the next fall. This gives, 
us young roots which are full of 
energy and vitality and some- 
thing extra that older growth 
roots do not have, So far, we 
have not sold any of the stalks 
for table use because removing 
the stalks would also weaken 
the vitality, especially if pulled 
the first season, and as a mat- 
ter of fact, pulling the stalks 
the first season usually proves 
fatal to the plant. Digging is 
done with a plow and tractor, 
plowing at least a foot deep. We 
have tried many kinds of dig- 
gers but find the walking plow 
the best After plowing out the 
roots and removing the — soil 
from them, they are placed in 
storage pita where they can be 
stored over the winter if neces- 
gary, or they can be removed 
to our cutting room for cutting 
up into ‘marketable size No. 1 
divisions any time we wish 
They are packed in Bruce boxes 
100 divisions to the box and 
ready to start their journey to 
a nursery, seed house or to @ 
large grower We use lots of 
fertilizer, alao the commercial 
types of Sulphate of Ammonia 
and Sodium Nitrate have been 
found to-be expecially good, as

Bats Fly By 
Sound 


It, is an eerie experience to sit 
outside a cave, in the dusk of 
early ‘evening, and watch the 
bats come out, flying swiftly and 
silently, like moving shadows. 
They have a marvelous. way of 
missing obstacles; and unless they 
are badly frieghtened, they. nev- 
er collide with each other. 
Though we hear not even a whis- 
per of sound, the bats are actu- 
ally making a series of sharp 
squeaks, so high-pitched that the 
human ear can not detect them 


However, extremely sensitive 
machines have recorded the 
squeaks. Scientists cal) such 


high-pitched sounds “ultrasonic,” 
“Ultra” means beyond, and “son- 
ic” refers to sound. ‘The science 
.that studies this type of sound 
is called “ultrasonics.” 

The ultrasonic squeaks of the 
bat help it to avoid obstacles be- 
cause the sounds &re reflected 
back to the animal as echoes 
from anything solid with which 
it might collide, Bats have. been 
masked so that they could not 
see at all, then turned loose in 
a room where piano wires were 
strung a foot apart. The bats 
flew without any difficulty But 
when théit-ears were plugged or 
their mouths were gagged, they 
could be made to fly only if they 
were thrown into the air, and 
ther they collided with the wires 
and even with the walls of the 
room *

Amos Denounces Inte 
Amos 2:11-12; 4:1-2; 6:1-7 


Memory Selection: Let us walk 
honestly, as in the day; not ta 
erg and drunkenness. Romans 


In the last lesson we noted the 
charges of the prophet Amos 
against the social injustices cur- 
rent in Israel. In today’s lesson 
Amos denounces Israel for 
its drinking. Even the Nazarites, 
men who had vowed not to par- 
take of the fruit of the vine, 
were. being served wine. At the 
same time it was being said to 
the prophets, “Prophecy not.” 
Perhaps there is more of a con- 
nection than we at first realize, 
As a nation turns more and more 
to the drinking of liquor there 
is less desire to hear the word 
of God. A Sunday finds more 
people nursing the aftermath of 
the drinking parties than in the 
house of God singing His praises. 
Apparently the women of Is- 
rael, called “kine of Bashan”, 
joined in urging their husbands 
to bring on the drinks. What 
would Amos. say if he entered 
a ladies’ beverage room or a 
modern cocktail lounge today? 
He would find women of every 
social strata with glassy eye and 
flushed cheek, reeking with alco- 
hol, Their loud talk indicates 
that the drugged brain has 
relaxed the inhibitions.

And now the dust is flying 
and farmers are hoping for rain. 
The land is unbelievably dry. In

pasture fields ‘there are deep 
cracks all over the place Those 
cracks . it still gives me a 
queer feeling to see them When 
I was very young my brothers 
used to tell me to be caretul — 
those cracks in the earth indi- 
cated the possibility that an 
earthquake might come without 
warning and where there were 
extra big cracks the earth might 
suddenly split wide open and 
swallow me up! That was the 
one of the unnecessary fears 
that I carried around with me 
in my childhood. Children some- 
times .become timid and have 
nightmares because of just such 
frightening stories. If a child 
shows signs of being unduly 


nervous it is possible that fur- 


there trouble might be avoided 
if the young mother made 4 de- 
termined effort to discover the 
reason for her child’s hidden 


fear — and it generally is hid- 


den. 

But baek to the land. We are 
having some field work done on 
our farm this year. Our young 


‘friend John, on a farm about 


ten miles from here, wanted to 
put our twelve-acre front field 
into oats. That he has done. Last 
Saturday he came along with a 
girl to drive the tractor on the 
cultivator while he drove a 
team of horses on the drill. He 
left the horses here over the 
week-end ready for harrowing 
on Monday. We found it strange 
to see horses in our barn again 
and neither Partner nor I were 
too happy in watering them. I 
led Grey out while Partner fol- 
lowed with Sandy. With only a 
halter on his head Grey gave me 
a queer, helpless feeling. I knew 
if he decided to cut up I couldn't 
control him. And because of 
chronic neuritis in one ‘’ arm, 
Partner had much the same 
feeling. We still like horses — 
wi someone else to handle 
them! For ourselves we feel 
more at home now with the car 
and tractor 


Johnny. much prefers horses, 
althotigh he has a tractor too. 
He says by using the tractor and 
the horses he has putin thirty 
acres of crop and used only fifty 
gallons of gas. I suppose some 
farmers think one way, some 
another. Driving along a road in 
Peel county last week I saw 
one farm where two teams were 
being used while just across the 
road there were no less than 
three ‘tractors in one field. It 
would be interesting to follow 
that up and find out the net re- 
turns from both fields. 


Another thing I noticed in 
Peel. I was on a gravel road; the 
dust was terrific and the whole 
district seemed more “or less 
twenty-five years behind the 
times. Actually, no industrial 
developments, no housing sub-~ 
divisions, no .paved roads, just 
farm land, some well cultivated, 
some not. But I wasn’t deceived. 
I knew that five miles further 
on it was a defferent story On 
the uncared for land that I was 
passing there was generally a 
new house, the owner commut- 
ing back and forth to Malton or 
Brampton. ; 

Another day I was in North 
Halton and the country had a 
genuine farm look — if you un- 
derstand what I mean. The 
houses had a “lived-in” appear- 
ance, and the churches, schools 
and graveyards were tidy and 
well cared for as if the com- 
munity took pride in keeping 
them that wey. And the wo- 
men must be wonderful house- 
keepers. That was obvious by 
the lunch that was served that 
day to the W1. representative

Saturday they will 
close at six. They can’t see that 
it will make any difference to 
farm folk — farmers can come 
in Friday night just as easily 
as Saturday. That we shall see 
~— the innovation comes into 
effect next Saturday. It wil) not 
affect us at all as we very rarely 
do our shopping at night. Never- 
theless I hate to see farm folk 
deprived of this innocen: pas- 
time -— the social Saturday 
night. One thing I am sure of 
— Friday night will never take 
the place of Saturday night It 
isn’t the same thing at all.

The two 
boys began to haunt the gyms 
and spar together. It was always 
Joe, the older lad, who won. 

1924 was an Olympic year and 
the two boys were eager for a 
chance at the amateur champion- 
ship of the world. They entered 
the competition for the Olympic 
boxing team, each hoping that 
the other would be selected too, 
so that they could eventually go 
to Paris cogether. .

of Joe Sallas. Finally the Olym- 
pic officials relented and permit- 
ted Jackie Fields to make the 
“trip as an alternate. The two 
buddies were beside themselves 
with joy. They were not going

There were many contestants 
in Paris for the Olympic title in 
the featherweight division. Joe 
Gallas, the hot favorite, and his 
pal Jackie Fields, mowed their 
way through the opposition un- 
til, miracle of miracles, only they 
two were left at the end to fight 
it out for the coveted crown 

it was not the first time the 

boys’ had met in the ring. On 
every previous occasion Joe Sal- 
las, the older and more experi- 
enced, had won easily. On this 
night, with the world’s amateur 
championship at stake, the Paris 
sports arena was jammed to the 
rafters.

But the fight did not follow 
the book. After a fierce battle, it 
was Jackie Fields who was pro- 
nounced the victor, not Joe 
Sallas. 

With tears in his eyes, Jackie 
Fields waited in the center of the 
ring for his best friend to come 
over and congratulate him. 
Everyone expected that Joe 
would throw hig arms around 
the victor’s shoulders and thus 
confirm the friendship that was 
between them. But nothing of 
the sort happened. Joe Sallas, 
too, was weeping as the contest 


* ended. From that day on, Joe 


never spoke to his old friend 
again. And even though a few 
years later Jackie Fields turned 
professional and eventually won 
the welterweight championship 
of the world, no word ever pass- 


. ed between him and his one-time 


buddy, Joe Sallas.

There was a 14-year-old kid 
in school in Bangor, Maine, long 
Tago who was pretty handy with 
his fists. Young as he was the 
big boys learned to steer clear 
of him: In a short time, the kid 
held the reputation of being the 
best fighter in school. 

It happened one day that the 
boy was kept in after hours for 
some infraction of the rules. He 
didn’t like it, but he was perfect- 
ly willing to accept the. punish- 
ment. His teacher, a stern wiry 
Scot, felt that mere detention 
wasn’t enough and decided to 
whip him as well. 
' ‘When the teacher came at him 
with the switch upraised, the 
schoolboy rebelled. He ducked 
the first blow and then with a 
deft thrust yanked the switch 
from the man’s grasp. 

With a howl of rage the teacher 

doubled his fists and charged the 
schoolboy. A rousing brawl] ®ol- 
lowed which did not last long. 
Several well-directed blows laid 
the big Scot ‘flat on his back. 
_ When the teacher came to his 
senses, he stared wonderingly at 
the schoolboy, then grinned 
through cracked lips. “Ye fought 
fair, laddie,” he said. “I won't 
be taking that away from ye. 
I’m thinkin’ ye have the makings 
of a good fighter.” 
‘The teacher and the schoolboy 
clasped hands, cementing a 
friendship that was to last for 
the rest of their lives. The boy, 
constantly encouraged by the 
teacher he had licked, went on to 
become a professional prize 
fighter. What is more, he became 
one of the most remarkable 
fighters the ring has produced. 
As one of the great lightweight 
champions, he ruled the division 
for eleven years, the longest 
reign of any lightweight cham- 
pion in history! 

Finally, he retired as undefeat- 
ed lightweight champion of the 
world, having met and defeated 
évery challenger that could bé 
found. The scheolboy who beat 
up his teacher will ever be re- 
membered as the immortal Jack 
McAuliffe, the Napoleon of the 
prize ring. 

When the great champion, John 
L. Sullivan, was a boy, one of 
his dearest friends was another 
Irish kid named McDonald. The 
two played and adventured to- 
gether in the poorest section of 
Boston until they grew up to 
young manhood, Then both de. 
cided to become fighters. At the 
start of their respective careers 
“they swore an oath never to meet 
each other, in the ring, no matter 
what happened 

Sullivan, as everyone knows, 
went on to the heavyweight 
championship of the world but 
McDonald never got anywhere 
in his chosen career. Neverthe- 
less, he remained a firm and loyal 
friend to the great John L., even 
to the extent of going into action 
with his fists to protect Sullivan's 
name and, reputation 

As the years passed, John L, 
became more and more arrogant 
while finding it harder and hard- 
er to stay away from the bright 
lights and the companions who 
followed him wherever he went. 
McDonald became very unhappy 
as he watched the once mighty 
Sullivan waste his robust health

It was with difficulty that Mc- 
Donald prevailed on Sullivan to 
go into training. Sullivan finally 
did so, but a few days before 
the—fight he went on a binge. 
His friend sought him frantically 
all over town. The night before 
the fight, he found John L. 
standing. at the bar of a New 
Orleans saloon and making his 
usual boast that he ~uld lick 
any s0-and-so in the house, Mc- 
Donald. pleaded with his friend 
to leave the saloon and go home 
to bed. Sullivan, somewhat the 
worse for wear, refused point 
blank. The voices of the two 
friends rose higher and higher, 
their tempers hotter and hotter. 
Finally, McDonald blew his top 
completely. 

“You're drunk!” he shouted. 
“You're out of condition for your 
fight tomorrow. What's more, I 
could lick the stuffings out of 
you myself right now!” 

Angrily, Sullivan made a 
mighty swipe at his friend and 
McDonald swung back. The 
blow smashed Sullivan in the 
face and knocked him down. 
Roaring with rage, Sullivan 
leaped to his feet and went for 
his pal. There followed, in that 
New Orleans saloon, one of the 
fiercest battles ever seen. After 
several minutes of bitter fighting, 


.MecDonald brought up a terrific 


punch that’ exploded full force 
in Sullivan's face. Down went 
the champion for keeps. McDon- 


ald looked sadly down on his 


fallen friend, then turned and 
walked out without another 
word. He never again saw Sulli- 
van. 

The next day, John L. Sullivan 
met Jim Corbett in the ring and 
was toppled from his heavy- 
weight throne. And, while the 
record books give that date — 
September 7, 1892—~as the down- 
fall of the mighty John L., there 
are a number of oldtimers who 
will tell you that Sullivan really 
lost his title one night before, 
not in the ring but in a New 
Orleans saloon, at the hands of 
his most loyal and faithful friend.

Evepy visiting day at a well- 
known state institution for the 
insane, a dapper little man in 
his fifties, hale and hearty 
though he bears the scars of 
ring warfare, comes to see one 
of the inmates.

Still, there was a time when 


these two little men were the 


principals in one of the most 
controversial incidents that has 
ever taken place. in the ring. 
It occurred on July 4, 1912. 

Ad Wolgast was lightweight 
champion of the world. His most 
persistent and bitterest rival for 
the crown was a fierce little 
Mexican pepper pot named Joe 
Rivers, one of the hardest-hitting 
lightweights of all time. 

The match between fie two 
men was a natural, and at last 
it was made. Once in the ring 
they slammed into each other 
with no mercy asked or given. 
For. twelve brutal, hectic rounds, 
Wolgast and Rivers stood toe to 
toe, slugging away for all they 
were worth. Stubbornly, neither 
fighter gave ground. Neither 
went down. 

When the bell.rang opening 
the thirteenth round, both fight- 
ers lunged at ‘each other desper- 
ately, determined to bring the 
match to an end by a knockout. 
Joe Rivers lashed out with a 
terrific right that landed in Wol- 
gast’s face with a sickening thud. 
Wolgast staggered under the im- 
pact but he did not go down. As 
the furious Mexican, scenting the 
kill, unleashed another hay- 
maker, Wolgast leaped in and 
whipped a murderous left hook 
to Rivers’ body. Both blows 
landed simultaneously. Wolgast, 
clipped on the jaw, began slow- 
ly to sink. Before he reached 
the canvas, the Mexican caved 
in and dropped to the ffoor in 
fearful agony. 


It was a clean double knock- — 


out, as rare and unusual a sight 
as ever seen in the prize ring. 
Jack Welch, the referee, was mo- 
mentarily confused. Then, sud- 
denly coming to his senses, he 
stepped -forward, grabbed the 
prostrate Wolgast under the 
arms and hauled him to his feet. 
Holding the semi-conscious cham- 
pion as “nearly upright as pos- 
sible, Welch began to count out 


‘the challenger who still stretch- 
ed out. 


The Mexican managed to get 
to his feet just as the referee 
counted ten. The crowd around 
the ring was in an uproar, Fist 
fights broke out in a hundred 
places. It was claimed that the 
bell had rung before the count 
had been completed. In the hub- 
bub, Welch, the referee, made for 
the safety of his hotel, surround- 
ed by a cordon of police. 

From the safety of his hotel, 
Welch announced that his deci- 
sion stood: Wolgast was the win- 
ner by a knockout. The scream- 
ing and howling that went ‘up 
from Rivers’ backers could be 
heard for miles. Arguments, pro 
and con, went on for weeks. To 
this very.day, anyone can start 
a row about the Wolgast-Rivers 
fight. No two people who saw 
it could agree on what had hap- 
pened. he 

Many years have passed since 
that memorable fight in 1912. 
Time has taken its toll. The two 
principals in that hotly-contested 
double knockout have greatly 
altered. One of them is © still 
among us, a hale and hearty vet- 
eran of many battles. The other 
abandoned by most of his old 
friends, has been locked away 
from society, a battered hulk 
with a shattered mind... 

Which is the hale and which 
the sick? It is Ad Wolgast, once 
doudly cheered as the lightweight 
champion.of the world, who is 
now hopelessly insane and con- 
fined in a state institution. And, 
curiously enough, it is Joe Rivers, 
‘the former champion’s rival in 
that ever-disputed double knock- 
out, who ‘remains to this day the 
most faithful visitor that pathetic 
Ad Wolgast has! 

One night, in Indianapolis, a 
powerful heavyweight fighter 
named Chuck Wiggins met a big 
lumbering giant named Joe 
Packo in a bout.. The fight was 
ene of the roughest that anyone 
present had ever seen. Wiggins, 
never known, as @ dancing dude 
with fine manners”In the ring, 
amacked poor Joe with every- 
thing but the weterpai By the 


: Py me leet bell had sounded, 
oe had been introduced to more 
elbows, thumbs and knees he had 
ever thought existed. 

After the fight was over, Joe 
agreed to fight another bout with 
the tough Mr. Wiggins, the re- 
match to bé held in Grand Rap- 
ids. On the afternoon of that 
encounter, the two men met in 
the hotel’s billiard room. With 
great amiability, Wiggins invited 
his opponent to join him in a 
game of pool. By the time the 
game ended, the two fighters 
were fast friends. Wiggins, par- 
ticularly, was gracious to a fault, 
expressing concern for Joe's 
health and wishing him the best 
of luck in the fight. 

“Listen, Chuck,” said Pasco as 
they were about to part. “I don’t 
mind you fighting as hard as you 
can. I expect that in the ring. 
But how about cutting out the 
rough stuff tonight? And the 
fouling, too, huh?” 

Wiggins threw his big arm 
around his pal’s shoulders. “S 
Joe,” he said. “You got nothing 
to worry about. I like you, Joe. 
It’s only that I lost my noodle in 
our other fight. So don’t worry, 
pal. Just remember, I like you!” 

That night Joe Packo and 
Chuck Wiggins crawled through 
the ropes for their téte-a-téte. 
For the first two rounds it was 
a nice pleasarit scrap. In the 
third round, ChuckWiggins got 
a little playful. “He*began to use 
his thumbs, elbowg"and knees. 
At first, Joe Packo, sweet simple 
soul that he was, took it all in 
good humor. Then, in self-pres- 


ervation, he began to respond in . 


kind. The fight got so wild and 
rough that the referee jumped 
out of the ring in the fourth 


round, and stayed out. The ab-. 
gence of this official didn’t stop 


the two fighters. They went at it 
with redoubled gusto. Joe was 
taking ‘a terrific lacing from his 
pal, Chuck Wiggins, when, in the 
sixth round, he was punched to 
the floor and his head landed on 


the canvas outside the ropes. 
Right where he fell, at ring- 
side, sat Mrs. Chuck Wiggins, en- 
joying her husband’s antics with 
great glee. When she saw the in- 
viting target presented by the 
top of the fallen warrior’s head, 
Mrs. Wiggins yleaned down, re- 
moved one of her high-heeled 
shoes, and began to belt poor 
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When the fight came to a mer-
